Group 
effort is the thing we all need to bet- 
ter our positions in the business life 
of the nation.” 

The valley city commercial execu- 

. tive said old ideas in. retailing are 
passing and listed accessories to suc-!

In a casual comment. upon chain

feed, without even the. trouble of | 
even hoeing the roots once. But it is, 
done by only a few. 

(8) A man may. be “too poor” to 
buy a silo, but not too poor to raise 
and give good care to an acre of cul- 
tivated roots, which would make a 
difference of several hundred dollars 
in the winter's return from the cows. 
Yet we see almost no roots raised. 

(4) No farmer is “too poor” to sow 
an acre of Dwarf Essex rape for hog 
pasture at a cost of less than 50 cents 
for seed for the whole acre. 

(5) No farmer is too poor to put a 
fender around the sides of the far- 
rowing pen, and thus save pigs worth 
five dollars each. 

(6) No farmer is “too poor” to 
fence off a night lot, in which the 
cows shall be yarded at night one 
summer, putting the manure where it 
can be used the next year for a piece 
of roots or fodder corn. No, brother, 
it is not because you are “too , poor” 
that you have not done these easy and 
sensible things. There is a far differ- 
ent reason. : 

(7) There may be a difference of 
opinion as to whether a farmer can 
afford to buy grain to feed his cows 
on pasture; but no. farmer is “too 
poor” to have an acre of fodder corn 
growing handy near the barn, per- 
haps in last year’s night lot, to cut 
green for the cows, day by day, to 
help call them home,: and to keep up 
the flow of milk. 

(8) It is not poverty that keeps 
farmers from treating seed oats with 
formaldehyde to prevent smut. 

(9) It is not poverty of. the pocket- 
book. anyway that keeps farmers 
from hill selecting the best potatoes 


from the best yielding hills at digging 
time for next year’s seed. It may be 
poverty of ambition or of ideals but 
not of the “too poor” kind. 

(10) It is not because he is “too 
poor” that a farmer breeds his hogs 
and cows to scrub sires, and gets 
serub offspring. 

(11) We may. differ as to whether 
you can afford to buy commercial fer- 
tilizer; but no farmer is’ “so poor” 
that he needs to let tons of- liquid -ma- 
nure run through barn floors; and be 
lost in barnyards that he will never 
crop. It is lack of good manage- 
ment. ; 

(12) No farmer is “too poor” to 
thoroughly summer fallow a field, to 
rid it of weeds. 

(18) Untidiness of the premises 
will not help a farmer prosper; yet 
many .act as if they thought that they 
dare not do a thing for.the looks of 
the fence rows, barnyard, dooryard, 
until they “get well off.” No farmer 
is “too poor’:to grade and grass 
over his dooryard, and to set- trees 
and clumps of beautiful wild_ shrubs 
that he can find free in the woods. 
Each season the writer notices many 
choice wild shrubs that would beauti- 
fy any farm yard. 

(14) No farmer is “too poor’ to 
cull his poultry, so that he will not 
waste feed on hens that have passed 


-}their day of usefulness. 


(15) No farmer is “too poor” to 
allow the county agent to test the 
milk of his cows for butterfat. Yet, 
the agent often has difficulty in  se- 
curing the permission of the owner to 
make the free test. 
/ (16) No farmer is “too poor” to 
weigh the milk of his cows, to aid in 
finding those-that do not pay. Some 
seem to dread’ to know the weight 
and test. 

Let us, farmer friends, drop this 
“too poor” talk. The worst kind of 
poverty is that of the mind and ambi- 
tion. Let us study to become good 
managers; to become good farmers, 
good homemakers, so that the ap- 
pearance of the farm is a comfort to’ 
the family and a credit to the neigh- 
borhood.

More seas- 
onal weather should reflect in  im- 
mediate improvement in retail de- 
mand. The tourist business. is get- 
ting under way and should stimulate 
business considerably during the next 
few months. . Collections generally 
are fairly encouraging. 

Excessive rainfall and low temper- 
atures have delayed seeding of crops 
in the upper part of the state. In the 
southern part the rains have benefit- 
ted crops, particularly wheat and hay. 
On the whole the outlook for the

in the “welcome home” to her son. 


PARIS—One. last hectic. day In 
Paris before he sailed for home was 
spent by Capt, Charles A. Lindbergh. 
From the moment he arrived at Le 
Bourget by alr from Henley it was 
one maf round of receptions. 

The cnty time Lindbergh had even 
partinily to himself was a short pe- 
riod when he tried to handle affairs 
requiring his personal attention. 

During his last day Lindbergh was 
notified that he had been awarded the 
Grand Gold Medal of the French Geo- 
graphic society, dined in the Bois de 
Boulogne as the guest of several hun- 
dred of Europe’s famous airmen at 
the headquarters of the International 
League of Aviators and was awarded 
the pilot star medal of the Lafayette 
Eseadrille and honorary membership 
In that rank of fearless fiyers. 

He was given a stirring reception 
by Swedish residents of Paris at the 
Swedish chureh and then drove to 
visit the Lafayette memoriaf on the 
outskirts of Paris and the American 
hospital at Neuilly before returning 
to another crowded gala event In his 
honor -at the Francaise Amerlque, 
where Marshals Lyautey and Joffre 
and many members of the French 
academy added their homage. 

After he was introduced to the 
League of Aviators, Lindbergh again 
paid a tribute to the recent attempt 
of Nungesser and Coll as “probably 
the most daring flight ever made,” and 
then added: 

“Although I am leaving, it will be 
weeks and months before I would go 
if the choice were left entirely to me. 
When the first chance to get away 
presents ftself I am looking forward 
to coming back to France.” 

Tremendous cheers greeted the 
promise. Then Dr. Edmund Gros, rep- 
resenting the Lafayette Escadrille, pre- 
sented the medal worn only by vet- 
erang of the famous escadrille. Lind- 
bergh was so deeply touched that he 
could only reply with great sincerity: 

“I want to say that this Httle pin 
here means more to me than probebly 
any other thing I have received since 
I came to Europe.”

Friday’s meeting was entirely giv- 
en over to a discussion of the matter, 
but complete harmony reigned. Only 
two members could be found to de- 
fend the fly fishing order at all, and 
even. they agreed that the matter had 
been settled by the conservation com- 
mission after due consideration, and 
that any criticism of the action taken 
was at this time untimely and out of 
‘place. The vote against supporting 
Savage's stand was unanimous, 

It was pointed out that Savage had 
overstepped his position in this mat~- 
ter and members declared his atti- 
tude would do the league more harm 
in Michigan thar. anything that has 
ever happened in its histery, A reso- 
lution was passed urging that such 
matters in the future be referred to 
the state executive committee before 
any action is taken.
